SOUTH BREAKING ITS OWN RECORD IN 
MATTER OF BUILDING FIGURES 
The South is busily engaged in hanging up new 
construction records, only to shatter them and start 
all over again. According to a survey announced by 
G. L. Miller and company, a total of $416,160,162 in 
building permit* was recorded during tha first six 
months of the present year, compared with $400,- 
528,308 during the same period last year, an in­ 
crease of almost ten per cent. 
An interesting feature of the classification by 
states showed that Mississippi made the largest 
gain of tiny state in the South. 
Florida ranked 
j’ourth and North Carolina fell to fifth place. 
Alabama made remarkable gains, Anniston show­ 
ing the figures of $668,975 in 1926 compared with 
$146,694 in 19^5; Birmingham $11,891,519 in 1926 
compared with $11,329,447 in 1925; Gadsden $405,- 
760 in 1926 compared with $100,087 in 1925; Mobile 
$923,394 in 1926 com pared. with $842,750 in 1925; 
Montgomery $538,605 in 1926 compared with $638,- 
590 in 1925, the latter city being the only reporting 
city in the state to show a loss.

“In North Carolina, Asheville set a new half year 
record for cities of the state, although the two great 
industrial centers of Greensboro and Charlotte were
